In response to the Examiner's office action dated September 29, 2006, Applicants 
provisionally elect to prosecute the claims that read on "Species A," drawn to the subject matter 
shown in Figure 1 . 

The claims which read on the elected species are: 1-37. At least claim 1 is generic to the 
elected species. 

The requirement for election of species is traversed, and reconsideration is respectfully 
requested. It is felt that a search of the classes appropriate to the elected species and claims 1-37 
would include the Patent Office classes in which the non-elected species. Further, Applicants 
submit that there is significant overlap between the claims readable on each identified species, and 
therefore that the requirement of mutual exclusivity for species identification has not been met.
